It is expected 
that the new manufacturing unit will 
be completed in the early spring of 
1951 and will have a normal produc- 
tion capacity in excess of 75,000 tons 
annually.

Feed Manufacturers’ Molasses 
Supplies Reported Threatened 


WASHINGTON — Tightening sup- 
plies of molasses may put the 
squeeze on feed manufacturers before 
new crop supplies are available, sugar 
industry spokesmen here report. They 
say that this will be particularly true 
as feed manufacturers attempt to ob- 
tain supplies prior to the new Cuban 
sugar harvest, which will not be 
available before February, 1951 

In the meantime, it has been dis 
closed that there is an effort under 
way to persuade the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture to buy the 1951 Cu 
ban sugar and blackstrap molasses 
crop and allocate it to users on an 
historical basis. Under an allocation 
system of this kind, it is feared, the 
feed industry might come off second 
best with other industrial users 

However, an even greater danger 
lies in the pending economic control 
legislation which appears to author 
ize procurement of needed materials 
by several administrative agencies, 
among which is the Army. Since alco- 
hol may become an urgently needed 
material, the basis of which is pri- 
marily molasses, the Army may be 
tempted to use its authority and step 
into the Cuban blackstrap market to 
insure itself necessary raw materials 
for alcohol 

Ne Move to Protect Industry 

It is believed that USDA is aware

WASHINGTON—The House took 
the first step in the grant of broad 
arbitrary controls over the domestic 
economy when it passed its version 
of the Defense Production Act of 
1950 which conferred stand-by price, 
wage and ration control authority in 
the President 

The House refused to qualify the 
imposition of these controls with any 
escalator feature which would have 
prescribed certain conditions under 
which the President could act. As the 
measure passed the House the chief 
executive is authorized to use wage, 
price and ration control authority 
after he has tried to halt any infla- 
tionary price advances by permitting 
voluntary agreements within indus- 
tries to check inflation exempt from 
prosecution under the anti-trust laws 

At the same time the House, by a 
thin margin, rejected the Commodity 
Exchange Authority bid for power 
over speculative margins on commod- 
ity markets. The commodity market 
representatives had presented their 
views on the crippling provisions of 
arbitrary government power in this 
sector and they were at the last ditch 
strongly supported by Republican 
congressmen, August Andresen (R., 
Minn), and Clifford Hope (R., Kan- 
sas), who came to the rescue of the 
Democratic cotton bloc led by Har- 
old Cooley (D., N.C.), and Stephen 
Pace (D., Ga.) to resist the adminis- 
tration discipline to go down the line 
for the margin contro! authority 


No Margin Control 

The House vote on margin controls 
eaves the legislation without any 
inargin control provision, since the 
Senate Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee had previously cut this power 
out of its bill 

The US. Department of Agricul- 
ture, not content with this repudia- 
tion of its grab for power, issued a 
statement over the signature of the 
Commodity Exchange Authority 
which charged that Chinese specu- 
lators had dominated recent Chicago 
Board of Trade soybean futures mar- 
ket options 

The House bill, parallel in its main 
provisions to that now under floor 
debate in the Senate, grants the Pres- 
ident requisition power over all ma- 
terials including agricultural com- 
modities and facilities except farms, 
and power to allocate these materials 
to uses to speed up military procure-

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Feed Business 
Remains Slow 
in Northwest 


Formula feed sales in the North- 
west were somewhat limited this 
week. Demand, after tapering off 
last week, continued at a slower 
pace, manufacturers reported. 

Farmers, busy with harvesting, 
were not showing a great deal of in- 
terest in buying new supplies. And, 
with softer ingredient and formula 
feed markets, dealers were inclined 
to let their inventories run low. Also 
some manufacturers pointed out, 
many dealers continued to work off 
supplies acquired previously. 

Sales of poultry, dairy and hog 
feed generally followed the pattern 
of slackened demand, although slight 
gains were noted in some cases. Tur- 
key feed volurne held up well, but 
one manufacturer, citing the fact 
that at least a few birds have been 





The index of wholesale feed- 
stuffs prices for the country as 
a whole, complied by the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Admin- 
istration stood at 235.2 as of 
Aug. 9, down 18.6 points for the 
week.

Extremely Slow 
Feed Demand 
in Southwest 


Pronounced dullness blanketed 
most of the feed trade in the South 
west this week. Interest in buying 
formula feed was slow in a!) sections 
manufacturers reported. Salesmen re 
ported that the minds of feeders and 
dealers are on matters other than 
buying feed, and this tendency was 
especially heightened by a universal 
decline in prices on all types of feed 

Diverting facturs in the feed busi- 
ness were concern over increased tax- 
ation, higher costs of living and oper- 
ations and the question of manpower 
for the armed forces. These problems 
seemed to be uppermost in the minds 
of feed users, and now that war scare 
buying which cropped up after the 
outbreak of the Korean war has sub 
sided, livestock and poultry feeders 
are content to go along for a while 
with the feed stocks at hand 





An amazingly quick decline in 
many feed ingredient prices has been 
witnessed by the trade. Tankage and 
meat scraps have dropped $15 ton 
within the past week, soybean oil 
meal was down as much at $20 ton, 
alfalfa meal is $5 ton cheaper, mill- 
feed was down $3@4 ton and cotton- 
seed oi] meal and linseed oi] meal 
also have succumbed to selling pres- 
sure. The end result has been a re- 
duction of from $3 to as much as $6 
ton in formula feed prices this week. 
High proteined feeds were down 4@ 
6 tom and lighter feeds were down 
about $3 ton 

Meanwhile dealer stocks are fairly 
adequate to meet the rather slow 
demand at the consumer level. There 
was a fair demand for most types of 
feed, but it was nothing like the run 
of business which was experienced in 
early July 

Feed mills scraped together enough 
orders to run at the most five days 
this week, but the average was 
around four days and a few were 
reported to be in operation only 
three days

Terminal on Minnesota River Site 


Mr? i, Inc, has 
installed grain barge loading facilities 
at its Minnesota River dock at Port 
Cargill, near Savage, Minn. and is 
shipping grain from the port down 
the Mississippi River to its plants at 
Memphis, New Orleans, Gunterville, 
Ala., and uther destinations 

The port was developed on the Min- 
nesota River during World War 
Il years when the company manufac- 
tured seagoing tankers, cargo car- 
riers, landing barges, etc, for the 
Navy 

At the present time loading out the 
barges requires coordination of rail 
and truck shipments of grain to the 
port with the barge schedule since 
the company does not have storage 
facilities constructed 

Two boxcar unloading pits have 
been installed at dockside, supple- 
mented by a hydraulic truck lift. The 
equipment can handle 30,000 bu. of 
grain an hour 

The firm has started construction 
of storage for 500,000 bu. of grain at 
the Minnesota River port. Officials 
said that the decision to build a barge 
shipment terminal at Port Cargill 
was prompted by a shortage of track 
age and storage space at the Minne 
apolis and St. Paul Mississippi River 


ports. When the job is complete, the 
barges can be loaded out in a shorter 
time and loading out will not be de- 
pendent upon Loxcar and truck sched- 
uies. 

Just how much of its grain will 
move down the river on barges was 
not disclosed, but Cargill officials said 
that the amount will be “consider- 
able.” 

In addition to the East St. Louis 
plant, Cargill can ship to its plants 
at Memphis, Tenn... and Gunterville, 
Ala., and to New Orieans, La. 
for export 

The company dredged a channe! in 
the Minnesota River for 14 miles be- 
tween the port and the Mississippi 
River, to allow bringing the barges 
into the port. The big barges, carry- 
ing as much as 400,000 bu. In a sin- 
gle tow, now tie up beside the con- 
crete dock which was used during the 
ship-building activity a few years ago 

Grain is trucked to the terminal 
from a radius of more than 250 miles 
from the port. So far the plan of co- 
ordinating truck and rail shipments 
to the port for loading in the barges 
has worked satisfactorily, but con- 
| struction of the storage facilities will 
eliminate the need for close schedul 
ing of the shipments into the port 








OILSEED MEAL FUTURES

If the estimated 1950 sorghum 
grain production of 176,428,000 bu.

only by the 1944 crop of 155 million 
bushels.

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Atomic Energy Aids Agriculture, 
New England Feed Group Told 


BURLINGTON, VT. -~ Atomic en- 
ergy * not going to offer miracies in 
agriculture, but undoubtedly there 
will be great benefit to mankind in 
genera! through a better understand- 
ing of life processes, C. L. Comar, 
laboratory director and research op 
ordinator, Oak Ridge, Tenn., told 400 
New England feed men at their an- 
nual conference at the University of 
Vermont recently 

Explaining the use of atomic en- 
ergy or redioactivity in agriculture, 
Dr. Comar described some of the 
work being done in the US. At 
Heltevilien, Md. radioactive phos 
phorus ts introduced inte commer- 
cial fertilizers. The fertilizer is then 
applied and the plants grown are 
analyzed to see how they used it and 
how much of it actually got into the 
plants 

Trace Flement Studies 

In Florida trace element defic- 
lences In cattle were studied. By us- 
ing radioactive isotopes, the research 
workers could see how one milligram 
of cobalt was used by a 1,000-Ib. steer 
The transference of phosphorus from 
the feed to milk was also studied 
The scientists found that only 20% 
of the phosphorus in milk came from 
the diet; the rest came from the 
skeletal structure of the cow A study 
of egg formation with tsotopes 
showed that @ to 75% of the cal- 
cium in the shell comes directly 
from the hen's feed. Bot if the hen 
doesn't lay an eee within 24 hours 
after the feed. then she either ex- 
cretes the calcturm or absorbs ft in her 
body 

Dr. Comar described the program 
of the University of Tennessee as a 
series of collaborative programs of 
the university departments with Oak 
Ridge. Divided into wartime work 
and peacetime work, the program 
deals with the effects of bomb radi- 
ation, the biological effects on large 
animals and the use of calcium and 
phosphorus in the animal body

Extra Effort Brings 
Extra Dollars

Here is what he discovered: First 
of all the retail merchants had band- 
ed together with the idea in mind of 
cooperating to attain more volume. 
All of them dressed up their stores, 
inside and out as much as possible 
Each month the merchants put on 
one big sales promotion which would 
benefit all stores in on the program. 
All the stores also stressed courtesy 
to customers and trained their sales- 
people along this line. They also paid 
quick attention to complaints. Last 
but not least many stores had sug- 
gestion boxes asking for suggestions 
from employees and customers 


Not Difficult 


Surely this doesn't sound like a 
difficult program, does it? Merchants 
everywhere could do it. But the fact 
remains that simple as the program 
is, it took time and lots of effort 
from all merchants to put it across, 
to get the 15 or 20% gain in sales 

This illustrates once more that if 
a merchant is willing to do more for 
his dollar, the dollar will do more 
for him. The golden dollars of profit 
will not come rolling into a store by 
themselves. It takes work, promotion, 
plans, 12 months of the year. Spas- 
modic efforts do not count for very 
much. It's the long pull that counts 

Look around through the nation's 
retail stores and see what merchants 
are doing to stimulate sales. It will 
amaze you. One store offers an ele- 
phant ride to the lucky kid who can 
give a circus elephant the most ap- 
propriate name. The children must 
come into the store with their par 
ents to get entry blanks, although no 
purchases are necessary 

Another store, promoting a large 
appliance sale has a large jar filled 
with pennies, nickels and dimes. Pros- 
pective purchasers of appliances can 
reach into the jar and all the money 
they can grab in one fistful will be 
credited as part of the down pay- 
ment on the appliance which they 
buy 

And here is still another—a large 
grocery store in order to attract 
more farm business is giving away 4 
large calf to a farmer who can quali 
fy. It takes time and money to plan 
this and other promotions, Mr. Feed 
Dealer, but it lures more dollars into 
the cash register 

But the feed dealer need not dip 
into the spectacular too often in his 
sales promotional campaign. He can 
stick to more orthodox methods, if 
he wishes. The main idea is for him 
to help create an atmosphere where 
farmers say, when they get together 
"That Smithville is a mighty good 
place to buy. Merchants are friendly 
prices reasonable and the stock is 
good. And take Jones, that feed deal- 

He knows feeding and he never

Many feed dealers, especially those 
who have farm supply stores, have a 
veriety of items and lines which they 
can list on @ piece of stationery or 
even on the direct mail advertising 
which is sent to the farm trade. You 
will want to list dairy and poultry 
and all livestock feeds, of course, and 
perhaps poultry and stock remedies 
Water pressure systems, purmps, dairy 
utensila and supplies, fertilizers, 
seeds, shrubs, gloves, four, sprays 
and farm hardware may be only a 
few of the additional lines you will 
list 

In training schools for salesmen to- 
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customers can see it and also call 
their attention to it. That is exactly 
what the feed dealer is doing when 
he lists his merchandise on his iet- 
terhead and other available advertis- 
ing 

Gets More Attention 


I know another merchant who had 
a small picture of his store front 
printed on one side of a government 
postal and « picture of the store in- 
terior on the other. He says the cost 
is very little and helps to distinguish 
his mailings from other postcard 
mailings sent to the farmer.

Speaking at the annual Farm and 
Home Week at North Carolina State 
College of Agriculture, he stated that

volve converting millions of acres of

Profitable Enterprises Coming 

“As the result of new knowledge 
developed through crop and soil re 
search of the past 10 to 15 years 
profitable livestock enterprises are 
springing up in many localities in the 
South,” Dr. Salter said. “Production 
of all classes of livestock and poultry 
is being expanded.” 

While the South is well on its way 
in developing an efficient livestock 
economy for the South, the research 
chief warned of many problems that 
are still unsolved. 

“Our knowledge is not yet complete 
enough to build satisfactory pasture 
and forage programs for al) farming 
communities. Progress so far, how- 
ever, promises that this can be done 
if we keep pushing hard enough and 
long enough.”

Reviewing the unsolved problems 
of the area, Dr. Salter said there | 
is serious need for better varieties of | 





all crops—both feed grains and for- 
ages. “We need varieties that are 
more disease resistant, 
higher. and that furnish more nutri- 
livestock feed. Already crown 
rot and southern blight are causing 
damage to Ladino clover, and crown 
rot is showing up on reseeding types 
of crimson ciover.” 

Another pressing problem stressed 
by Dr. Salter is the need for perfect- 
ing crop combinations to use the 
abundant supply of rain and sunshine 
year-round 
feed. He said that much remains to 
be learned about the best plants for 
seasonal

ply of lush forage during as much of 
the season as possible, about the best

Wheat Rid Issues 
Instructions on 
Feed Wheat Sales 


TORONTO—The Canadian Wheat 
Board has issued the following in- 
structions with regard to sales of 
feeding grades of wheat (western 
Canada grades): 

1. Effective during the crop year 
commencing Aug. 1, 1950, and ending 
on July 31, 1951, the board's selling 
prices for feeding grades of wheat 
for domestic usage will conform to 
the daily prices at which wheat is 
sold under the International Wheat 
Agreement. 

2. Dealers in feeding grades of 
western wheat who adjusted with the 
board on previous price increases will 
be required to furnish the board 
with an inventory of unsold whole 
wheat on hand as at midnight, July 
31, 1950. 

3. In the case of feed manufactur- 
ers and dealers who adjusted with the 
board on previous price increases, 
the board will reprice unsold whole 
wheat on hand in the main plant or 
warehouse at the close of business on 
July 31, 1950 

4. On and after Aug. 1, 1950, the 
board will make no further adjust- 
ments on price in respect to feeding 
grades of wheat. Dealers in feeding 
grades of wheat will be required to 
make flat purchases at prices posted 
daily by the board 

5. Dealers operating under agree- 
ments with the board and purchasing 
wheat used for feed, for which a pro- 
ducers’ certificate has been issued, 
shall be considered as having such 
wheat from the board for feed pur- 


| poses only, at a price to be fixed at 


the close of business Friday of each 
week. Nothwithstanding the forego- 
ing, the dealer may purchase quan- 
tities of one thousand bushels or 
more of wheat actually taken in for 
account of the board at any time by 
communicating with the board office 
and arranging for a price and such 
sale will be taken into considera- 
tion when settlements go forward to 
the dealer covering his purchases for 
the week. 

6. Feed mills operated in conjunc- 
tion with country elevators will book 
purchases with the board before the 
wheat is transferred from the ele- 
vator to the mill.

Budgeting may start any month 
and usually covers a year. If a busi- 
ness year ends in December and a 
dealer or a hatcheryman starts 
budgeting in March, estimates should 
be forecast to December and opera 
tions budgeted from January to De- 
cember, year by year thereafter. At 
first, estimates may vary widely 
from actual results, but with the 
passing months and close attention to 
figures, the planner will find himself 
doing a better job of forecasting 

The budget-user is doing business 
by plan, an essential to successful op 
eration. He is measuring current re- 
sults with a yardstick constructed of 
experience figures and an appraisal 
of things to come. Even if he doesn’t 
hit the nail on the noggin every time 
this is a more businesslike procedure 
than operating in the blind 

Because of the critical conditions 
with which businessmen are suddenly 
confronted, it is prudent policy to 
start budgeting right away. If condi- 
tions are such that you deem it wiser 
to budget semi-annually, from Janu 
ary through June, plan for this pe 
riod using the same formula shown 
here for the yearly coverage

did the animal protein feedstuffs or 
crystalline vitamin B. This was 


im practical rations because it was 
first shown by Moore and co-workers 
at Wisconsin (4) that chicks receiv 
ing a purified ration grew better when 
streptomycin was added to the ra- 
tion. The results suggested to the 
authors that the effect was due to 
inhibition of certain intestinal bac 
teria, especially coliform types which 
were detrimental to the chicken. This 
finding had not been applied to prac 
tical conditions previously probably 
because it was not suspected that 
the antibiotics could be produced

The only officially published work 
at the present on antibiotics in prac 
tical poultry rations are two papers 
from the Lederle Laboratories (5, 6) 
The Lederle group reported that pure 
aureomycin gave weights in starting 
chicks that were up to 2 better 
than those not fed tre aureomycin 
Streptomycin and penicillin were also 
active but chioromycetin was inac 
tive. Various types of diets were used 
including retions with and without 
animal products with similar results 
Injected antibiotics were inactive 

Similar findings, even more marked 
when enteritis is present, have been 
seen in pigs. Many new reports will 
be out shortly giving the studies with 
both pigs and poultry 


We have had similar experiments 
at Minnesota with antibiotics in short 
time experiments with chicks and 
poults. Our results partially confirm 
and extend the Lederle results. Up to 
15% better rate of growth has been 
obtained using pure aureomycin, 
streptomycin and penicillin. Results 
are especially marked in turkeys. For 
example, one group of turkeys receiv- 
ing a complete practical corn-soybean 
diet including vitamin EB. weighed 
650 grams at 5 weeks with no anti- 
biotic in the ration, while a similar 
group weighed 748 grams at the same 
age when aureomycin was added to 
the diet. In our work all three anti 
biotics seem to have about the same 
activity 


Although it is trwe that still other 
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unidentified vitamins are needed by 
poultry, our studies and those of oth 
ers proved that under norma! condi 
tions all-vegetable protein rations 
may be used as starting mashes if 
desired. This is eapecially true now 
that antibiotics are available. This 
gives much more flexibility in the 
compounding of formulas 


Net Animal Pretein Factor 


It is now evident that APF supple 
ments which gave stimulation over 
vitamin B., contained antibiotic activ 
ity as an Hpurity, that was not re 
moved during isolation of the pure 
compound, rether then an unidenti 
fied animal protein factor. In fact 
today, in order for a manufacturer to 
standardize a product with antibiotic 
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thought to be due to the presence of 
an unidentified growth promoting fac 
tor in addition to vitamin B A 
search for that factor was started 

Not long afterwards, in April of 
1950, it was announced by several 
groups of workers, studying inde- 
pendently, that this effect could be 
duplicated by the addition of the pure 
antibiotics to the ration. This was 
noted by workers using poultry and 
swine at Washington State, Lederle 
Laboratories, Florida, Illinois, Minne 
sota (Horme! Institute), Michigan 
State and Beltsville. Most of the data 
is unpublished as yet 

It is not too surprising that anti- 
biotics were found to promote growth 
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activity, it i often necessary to add 
back or fortify an APF supplement 
with additional crude antibiotic to 
give full activity in the animal. There 
fore, it is now very clear that such 
antibiotics present in APF supple 
ments should be considered distinct 
from the anima! protein factor, or 
vitamin B.. since they are not found 
in the usual animal protein feedstuffs 

The antibiotics are not the only 
drugs that have a growth promoting 
action, although, they are probably 
the most active. Several phenylar- 
sonic acid derivatives, as reported by 
Morehouse in 1946 and 1949 (7, 8) and 
in 1948 by Rird, Groschke, and Rubin 
(9) growth of chick

early as 1944 by Briggs, Luckey 
Elvehjem and Hart (10) and later by 
Moore and co-workers (4) and by 
Stokstad and Jukes (5) to give 
growth stimulation due to unknown 
causes. In addition, exceedingly high 
levels of vitamin C (0.1%) in a puri- 
fied ration have been shown to stimu- 
late growth of chicks by Briggs and 
others in 1944 (10). One of the pos- 
sibilities given for indirect growth 
stimulation was that vitamin C al- 
tered the “conditions in the intestinal 
tract to cause more effective utiliza- 
tion of necessary nutrients or to cause 
greater synthesis of unknown vita- 
mins by intestinal organisms.” It was 
also suggested that vitamin C could 
act as a detoxifying agent, and that 
such compounds should be regarded 
as growth stimulants rather than 
specific growth factors 
Growth-Promoting Agents

For convenience we have used and 
suggested the term “promotant™ to 
be defined as any substance, or agent 
which promotes a desirable effect, 
such as faster growth or better feed 
efficiency or improved reproduction 
by its action on the intestinal flora 


| when added to the diet of a nonrumi- 


nating animal. A promotant may be a 
drug, a vitamin (when the action is 
indirect in this manner), or any other 
type of compound or agent. It in- 
cludes, among others, the antibiotics, 
the phenylarsonic acid derivatives 
and several of the sulfa drugs. It is 
possible that a mixture of several 
promotants might be better than any 
one alone 

The commonly noted favorable ef- 
fect in poultry nutrition of such ma 
terials as fermented whey or other 
milk products, soil, yeast and fermen 
tation solubles of various types may 
be due, at least in part, to the pres 
ence of promotants which affect the 
intestinal flora. This whole concept 
needs further study, of course 

The exact reason for the beneficial 
action of the antibiotics and other 
substances in promoting growth is 
not known as yet, except that it is 
that the site of action is in 
the intestinal tract. Presumably the 
intestinal flora is affected 

It is very likely that certain

Up to the present, manufacturers 
the new APF supplements have 
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not attempted to sell vitamin B,. con- 
centrates separately from antibiotic 
concentrates. There is no basic rea- 
son why this cannot be done in the 
future to the advantage of the feed 
mixer 

Antibiotic sources are also found in 
various vitamin concentrates and pre- 
mixes which are available to poultry- 
men throughout the country 

Potency of Products: As yet no 
manufacturer of APF supplements 
states how much antibiotic activity 
is present, although most companies 
now give the amount of vitamin B. 
in the product. It appears that a mix- 
ture of several antibiotics is present 
in Most cases 

It would be desirable as soon as 
possible, however, for manufacturers 
to give an indication of the amount 
of total “antibiotic activity in a 
pound of supplement equivalent to 
the action of pure antibiotic as de- 
termined by chick or turkey test 
This would help to prevent a practice 
not too uncommon today, of adding 
insufficient amounts of antibiotics in 
a ton of feed just for the sake of hav- 
ing some present so that it can be 
indicated on the label 

Costs: One of the very fine things 
about the crude antibiotics is that 
they are cheap. The cost of enough 
APF supplement, containing antibi- 
otic activity and vitamin By to- 
gether, for a ton of feed is approxi- 
mately $1.30 to $2 when obtained in 
large lots 

Recommended Levels: Research has 
reached the stage where it is safe to 
recommend the addition of antibiotic 
activity to all starting rations. It 
takes the equivalent of approximately 
20 to 25 grams (slightly less than one 
ounce) of pure antibiotic, or about 
5 Ib. of most fortified APF supple- 
ments, per ton of feed to give a 
growth stimulation. The exact level 
is not known 

Each manufacturer standardizes 
his product with poultry and it is 
wisest to use the suggested level on 
the label in making feeds 

Feed control officials will look with 
more favor upon the use of uitibiotics 
in feeds when better methods of an 
alysis and assay are developed. As 
matters now stand they have not clas- 
sified the products as far as the feed- 
ing of antibiotics for growth promot- 
ing purposes 

Growing, Laying and Breeding Ra- 
tions: It must be stressed here that 
practically nothing is known about 
the advisability of adding antibiotics 
to rations for growing, laying and 
breeding birds. The picture is further 
complicated in birds on pasture or 
on built-up litter 

It is certainly true that very 
hatchability and good egg production 
can be obtained without the presence 
of antibiotics in the ration. Droppings 
and litter may be a source of such 
stimulating factors under natural con- 
ditions. It would be rather surprising 
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to find that an antibiotic would in- | 
crease hatchability of a normal egg | 
since it does not contain foreign or- | 
ganisms of any kind 

Unpublished work of Prof. Carver 
at Washington shows that the 
growth-promoting agent in APF sup- 
plements other than vitamin B,. may 
not be needed by breeding hens. There 
is some evidence that antibiotics are 
needed in growing rations, however 

Precautions: Although we recom- 
mend the intelligent use of antibiotics 
in starting rations a few precautions 
in their use by poultrymen are neces- 
sary. whether or not one uses com- 
mercial feeds 

1. Most important right now, it 
should be stressed that one should 
not expect miracies from the use of 
antibiotics. It is not essential that 
they be in all rations for norma) re- 
sults. Poultrymen have been getting 
along without them for many years 
and they could also in the future if 
necessary. It is still essential, and 
always will be, to have a balance of 
all nutrients in the ration 

2. Wait until more research is done

before getting too excited about add- 
ing antibiotics to your laying and 
breeding rations. There is no use 
spending money on rations of this 
type containing added antibiotic 
sources until it has been proven 
worthwhile. They may depress syn- 
thesis of desirable factors. It would 
be especially dangerous to put anti- 
biotics in rations for cattle after the 
rumen is functioning 

3. More research is needed to study 
the long-time effect of feeding anti- 
biotics. Tests so far show no harm- 
ful effects of any kind when antibi- 
otics are fed to starting or growing 
poultry, and it is not expected that 
they will. Immunity by the bacteria 
to any one antibiotic may possibly 
occur but there appears to be a great 
number of other antibiotics to use 
in case this did happen 

4. A fourth precaution is in the in- 
terpretation of labels. The mere pres 
ence of an APF supplement “from the 
residue of streptomycin or aureo- 
mycin fermentation” as an ingredient 
of a commercial feed or of a concen- 
traie is not meant to imply that 
enough antibiotics are present for 
growth stimulation. In fact, there may 
be none at all if the antibiotic has 
been well extracted from the ingredi- 
ent. It is hoped that this situation 
ean be improved in the future, but 
in the meantime, it should be remem- 
bered that all APF supplements are 
not the same 

5. The addition of antibictics or 
other drugs to a feed may increase 
the requirement of some of the vita 
mins. Other possible detrimental ef 
fects may be discovered when more 
research is done. For this reason a 
word of caution is given to “take 
it easy” in attempting to apply what 
is known about antibiotics to practi 
cal farm use. It has to be recognized 
however, that the products are al- 
ready being used with good success 

6. The last precaution is that anti 
biotics may not always help al! start- 
ing rations that they are added to. It 
depends upon the ration and the in- 


gredients that it contains since the 
ingredients may already contain stim- 
ulating cormpounds 

Also, keep in mind that antibiotics 
are not vitamins, they are drugs. No 
one antibiotic or other drug can be 
expected to always be better than an- 
other. Results will vary due to differ- 
ences in species, environment and 
feed 

The practical applications of the 
discovery of growth promoting activ- 
ity of antibiotics and other drugs and 
the manufacture of crude sources of 
such stimulants is truly a remark- 
able development. It is urged that all 
those interested in the poultry indus- 
try and the feed industry continue to 
support fundamental research in nu- 
trition and allied fields. It will mean 
still more efficient production, better 
chickens, more eggs and better hatch- 
ability at a lower cost in the future

and mineral matter supplied. Conse- 
quently, the quantity of milk secret- 
ed is, within certain limits, controlled 
by the amount of protein and minera! 
matter consumed, but it must be the 
right kind of protein and contain 
the amino acids necessary. Coconut 
mea! has these qualities 
Fat 

That the feeding of coconut mea! 
increases milk production as well as 
the percentage of butterfat has long 
been known, but we find very few 
statements as to why this is so. It 
seems evident that the quality of 
coconut fat, plus its similarity to 
butterfat, is responsible for this in 
crease where other feeds fail. The 
following table shows clearly that 
there are nine fatty acids in milk 
giycerides. Eight identical fatty acids 
are found in coconut fat (see table 
No. 1). In no other concentrate in 
general use throughout the U.S., nor 
in any grain, are the first four of 
these acids present, while only mi 
nute quantities of myristic acid are 
found in but three others. Coconut 
meal fat contains them all 

The first six acids listed under 
milk are commonly known as “soft 
fats.” These are what give butter 
its characteristic flavor. Preponder- 
ance of caprylic, capric, lauric and 
myristic acids in coconut meal fat 
over those in milk is, unquestion- 
ably, the cause of better produc- 
tion, flavor and texture. Certain au- 
thorities state that some of the fatty 
acids in coconut meal are trans- 
ferred directly into the blood stream, 
and others directly into milk fat 
while the acids of other meal fats 
dissimilar to milk acids, must be torn 
down by digestion and converted into 
those necessary to produce milk 
Through this process a certain per- 
centage of their value is lost. Milk 
fat may also be produced from food 
protein or carbohydrates, but here 
they must undergo, again, numerous 
chemical changes within the body 

If feeds are used which lack fats 
similar to milk fats, those dissimi- 
lar fats have a tendency to change 
the resultant fats in the milk pro- 
duced. While the fat content of oth-

. Out of 12 lots that put in 
fattening batteries on feeds contain- 
ing coconut meal, 10 proved more 
economical in gains than the check 
lots which had none. No “pink 
whites” are discernible from coconut 
fed chickens. Hatchability§ tests 
showed more than 70% during the 
month of May. It can be recommend- 
ed for all poultry and turkey feed- 
ing. Turkey raisers use as high as 
25% in their mashes. 


Hog Feeding 

Probably no other concentrate is 
quite as beneficial for hog feeding 
purposes as coconut meal It pro- 
duces a firm solid piece of pork. The 
meat is not oily as is the case when 
many other meals are fed. In virtu- 
ally all tests carried on by various 
agricultural colleges, the hogs fed 
coconut meal showed up to better 
advantage. The gains were faster, 
the cost less, the pork of better qual- 
ity, and the dressing out record much 
superior. Hogs need an additional 
supply of minerals, and to omit them 


is a grievous error. For the best re- |

Coconut meal is a very desirable 
sheep feed. It contains a satisfactory 
amount of protein and is rich in car- 
bohydrates. With ewes that are eith- 
er pregnant or suckled by lambs, the 
flow of milk is increased. 

Tests run by the U.S. Departrnent 
of Agriculture on the feeding of co- 
conut meal to horses proved very 
satisfactory. It was shown that, at 
the prices paid for feed at the time, 
coconut meal and peanut oil meal 
in proportion of 2 Ib. to 1, can replace 
oats in the ration of young horses 
and may be found advantageous for 
work horses after they become ac- 
customed to it. In bulletin No. 11 of 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Fish- 
eries, England, it is advised that co- 
conut meal may also be used in par- 
tial replacements, pound for pound, 
of oats in the ration of horses.

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Increased Borer Damage Focuses 
More Attention on Control Problem

there were certain other invasions 
around the world, and in the face of 
all of that the borers’ stealthy pene- 
tration of the Corn Belt didn’t seem 
alarming enough to be headlined as 
a menace 
Things are looking different now 
along the far fronts where, last year, 
the borer rallied his billions and went 
after corn in a big way. Good-natured 
corn growers in Iowa, Illinois and 
elaewhere in the belt, hitherto toler- 
ant of the borers’ comparatively mild 
depredations, have gotten mad. Fun’'s 
fun, they're beginning to think, but 
a joke can go too far. 
@ Beserk—For last year the borer 
went beserk. Bumper harvests have 
usually been followed by bumper bor- 





er hatches. The 1948 crop, being the 
biggest ever, naturally left a few bil- 
lion more borers than ever before. 
Now, as the 1949 returns are coming 
in, a picture of really serious damage 
is shaping up. The spreading rash of 
the infection has extended to 117 new 
counties, borer-free before 1949. To- 
day the pest is present im all the 
counties of 13 states, and in some 
of the counties of 16 other states. 
Kansas, with 50 new counties on the 
sick list, suffered the widest inva- 
sion, area-wise. North Dakota, with 
29 new counties affected, and Ne- 
braska with 18, are worried too. In 
all, 1,312 U.S. counties now harbor 
the borer in varying degrees, accord- 
ing to a recent USDA release. 
Preliminary estimates of corn lost 
to the borer in only five states— 
Ohio, Indiana, Mlinois, Iowa and Min- 
nesota—indicate a total in excess of 
286 million bushels. (Previous year’s 
loss was less than 100 million bush- 
els, nationwide.) Reports from other 
states, when received, may swell the 
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total loss for ‘49 to almost 400 mil- 
lion bushels

DDT in a dilute water spray, ap- 
plied by tractor-sprayer, is recom- 
mended. Airplane spraying is not 
nearly as efficient. A warning on 
DDT is voiced by the European Corn 
Borer Research Laboratory at Toledo: 
While practically no DDT (from 
spraying) reaches the kernels inside 
the husks, light residues may remain 
on the leaves, stalks, husks and silks. 
Animals consuming these parts of the 
plant are not harmed, but some DDT 
may get into their milk or be depos- 
ited in their body tissues, especially 
the fat. The possible hazard to man 
from such DDT residues in milk or 
meat indicate that DDT-treated 
plants should not be fed to dairy cows 
or to livestock being finished for 
slaughter. 

There is no such thing as a borer- 
proof hybrid. But there are resistant 
varieties, apparently distasteful to 
borers. And there are “tolerant” va- 
rieties too—hybrids strong and tough 
enough to stand up despite a certain 
amount of borer punishment. 

Possibly corn borers, like some oth- 
er insect pests, increase their num- 
bers in a regular cycle, reaching even- 
tually a peak of infestation and then 
declining. Parasites have been intro- 
duced, but obviously not in sufficient 
numbers to decimate the borer 
ranks. If there is a natural cycle of 
population it would seem currently 
to be on the upgrade almost every- 
where. The corn farmer himself, by 
using all the known remedial meas- 
ures—and every county agent in the 
Corn Belt knows what they are 
may be able to turn the cycle down 
faster than any parasite

the rural selling field which 

it will pay the feed dealer to 
watch very closely because it will 
have an important bearing upon his 
own sales and service policies. I refer 
to the practice of some retail stores 
of putting rural sales and service 
men into the field equipped with 
trucks that will haul merchandise di- 
rectly to the farmer and sell him 
right on the spot. 

Let me illustrate. Not so long ago 
I talked with a smal) town hardware 
dealer who does an excellent business 
in milking machines, both sales and 
service. For many years he had one 
man do the selling and servicing, 
traveling from farm to farm 

However, after the war, he hired 
another sales and service man, ar- 
ranged to have two trucks. He paint- 
ed the trucks very brightly, lettered 
on the sides the name of the milker 
sold as weil as the other farm prod- 
ucts stocked at the store. These in- 
cluded barn and poultry equipment, 
barn and poultry house ventilators, 
dairy supplies and livestock and poul- 
try remedies. 

He put each man on a smal! regu- 
lar salary and then gave each a gen- 
erous commission on merchandise 
sold. He gave them clean, lettered 
coveralls, taught them how to sell his 
products and sent them out into the 
rural area on this basis 


Sales Increase 


Almost immediately these men be- 
gan to make good sales. Instead of 
talking just milking machines, they 
also tried to sel] the other lines 
and they did. Pay checks began to 
climb. The men discovered they could 
make almost twice as much money 


"To's is one development in

under the new arrangement-—where 
the emphasis was on selling-—as they 
did under the old arrangement, which 
was about 80% service and a little 
selling whenever they happened to 
think of it. 

I talked with one of those sales 
and service men. His time is his 
own; in other words, his total pay de- 
pends upon his own initiative. He is a 
small businessman on his own, al- 
though the company furnishes his 
truck and transportation 

Roughly this man drives about 
2,000 miles a month. He visits about 
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nine farmers a day and takes al) the 
time necessary to get well acquainted 
and learn what the farmers’ im- 
mediate and future needs are in many 
fields. Then he makes notes of these 
needs and calls back a little before 
the due dates and tries to sell them 

“Farmers like to visit and will 
listen to you if you can tell them 
something new about merchandise, 
about neighbors, county news and the 
like,” the driver said, “and you'd be 
surprised how many small items one 
can sell off the truck every day just 
by showing them. I have got barn

furniture store in connection, advised 
me that one of his crivers brought 
in an order for $1,600 worth of fur- 
niture for a couple who were to be 
married shortly 

I think, Mr. Feed Dealer, that this 
proves that there is new business to 
be had by calling on the farmer 
regularly, regardiesas of the costs and 
the difficulties which the dealer may 
experience in setting up a service 
There are some feed dealers who 
have retail sales routes, and undoubt- 
edly there will be more in the fu- 
ture. The retail feed industry can ex- 
pect a great increase in the amount 
of competition on allied farm sup- 
plies, such as I have outlined in fore- 
going paragraphs 

Today, with many feed stores ad- 
ding dairy and barn and poultry 
equipment, it behooves the feed deal- 
er to study his outside selling cam- 
paign more carefully. The farmer will 
come to the feed mill to get his grain 
ground and also to get his poultry 
feed when he needs some, but he is 
too often apt to let slide the matter 


equipment orders from farmers I 
have never called on before, just by 
asking them if they need it. If a 
farmer shows an interest in barn 
equipment, we go into his bari and 
talk things over. Meanwhile, I also 
have my eyes open to his other barn 
needs.” 

In fact, this driver salesman told 
me, he is making fewer calls per day 
now than he did when he first started

HEN the feed dealer makes 
it easier for the farmer to 
find the merchandise in which 


he is interested, his chances of in 
creasing his sales are better. Custom- 


ers are able to find merchandise lo- | 


cations and select articles 

If you walk into a modern drug 
grocery, hardware, tire or other store 
today, you will notice how much at- 
tention is being paid to merchandise 
departments. They are located by 
means of attractive signs, well light- 
ed, so that the customer can find his 
way to them without any lost time 
There is always a lot of ceiling light- 
ing so that these sidewall merchan- 
dise location signs show up well from 
any part of the store 

This idea of better identification 
for various departments can be used 
more extensively in feed and farm 
supply stores, too. If other merchants 
get greater sales thereby, feed deal- 
ers can do the same. There are a 
few feed dealers here and there who 
have started to identify their depart- 
ments, but none that I have visited 
have carried the idea as far as it has 
been carried in the grocery, drug and 
hardware stores 

One big merchandising advantage 
to be gained from a departmental 
identification program is that attrac- 
tive signs in themselves suggest the 
purchase of additional merchandise 
when sighted by the farmer. As he 
spots a sign about poultry remedies, 
barn equipment, dairy equipment, hog 
feeds, etc., the farmer may remember 
that he needs some of those items 


No Extra Effort 

In a number of cases, the mere 
sight of those signs is going to mean 
extra sales in the cash register with- 
out any extra sales efforts. That's 
what store owners tell] me who are 
using such a system 

A large Iowa drug store which has 
an extensive farm remedy depart- 
ment dressed up the section with 
some fine signs and a huge electric 
sign on the wall which said “Farm 
Remedies.” This sign could be seen 
from all parts of the store and also 
from the street. The store owner told 
me that farm remedy sales began to 
increase immediately because farmers

saw that sign and headed toward the 
department quickly. Once in the de- 
partment, they began looking around 
at the displays and soon found some- 
thing to buy 
Insofar as these departmental! signs | 

are concerned, I believe that the alert 
feed dealer has a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to capitalize on the idea. De- 
pending upon the amount of money 
which he wishes to spend, the dealer 
can really work out a fine program 
Let us suppose, for example, that on 
a budget of $200 the dealer gets 
someone to make some signs for him 
which are attractive and different 
One sign can show a caricature of 
a healthy, anxious-to-start-feeding 
hog. Copy alongside the illustration

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advertising needs little explanations 
It is known to all dealers. However, 
remember this point: It pays to in- 
crease your newspaper advertising 
during heavy seasonal buying. The 
more items you can show the reader 

through advertising — at crucial 
buying seasons, the better results 
you'll get. Then publish smaller ads 
during norma! buying periods, if your 
ad budget is limited. 

Most weekly newspaper rates 
range between 40 and 60¢ a column 
inch, lees for yearly contracts. Sign 
up on a yearly basis, and get the 
lower rate, with the privilege to use 
as many inches as you wish any week. 


| By the yearly contract you'll get a 


lot of extra advertising space over

| inch, ordering each week, and paying 
| each week.

Billboards: Many feed dealers are 
weak on billboard advertising. Hatch- 
eries, however, use this medium very 
well and get fine results. 

The highway traffic stream is 10 to 
50 times greater than your store traf- 
fic. Why not tap this huge traffic 
stream through good billboards, in- 
cluding the swinging sign which 
moves with the wind? Billboard ad- 
vertising is not expensive, if you 
make your own signs and get your 
own locations 

Local Magazines: Check on the lo- 
cal magazines in your area. Many of 
them have heavy rural coverage and 
low advertising rates. Local maga- 
zines often have considerable reader 
interest. Spend a few dollars a month 
with the best magazines. They'll also 
give you some free publicity now and 
then, if you ask the editor. 

Radio Advertising: Where you have 
a local station, with a fine rural list- 
ening group, and where the rates 
aren't too high, radio advertising 
pays. I've talked with many feed 
dealers who are using such adver- 
tising. Remember, there's a radio 
or two in almost every home and they 
are tuned on most of the day and 
part of the night. You'll find that 
you can get business this way. If you 
advertise via radio be sure to post a 
sign in your store, advising customers 
of the time to tune in 

Business COards: Surprisingly 
enough, I've talked with feed dealers 
who do not have business cards. But 
when you have attractive cards, with 
one or two good feed slogans on them, 
you'll find every farmer will take one 
when you hand them out. You can 
get business through business cards 
They are part of your advertising 
program an are invaluable in a farm- 
to-farm canvass. If you print such 
cards, don't leave the back of them 
empty. Put some feed advertising in 
that space. If nothing else, list the 
amounts of feed needed for 500 or 
more hens a month. The farmer will 
save such cards, and he'll think of 
you each time he consults the tables 

Wrapping Paper Advertising: Pack-

Make arrangements to have your 
name, products and some feed adver- 
tising printed on your wrapping pa 
per. It costs but little extra and will 


| help you make more sales. It makes 
your feed store stand out from others 


Direct Mail: This can vary from 
four-page folders down to the single 
sheet, depending on how big your 


| advertising budget is. And don't slight 
| the postcard. Due to rapid changes in 
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which should be short and sweet and 
to the point. 

School Publications: Do the public, 
high schools and other institutions 
have weekly newspapers or mimeo- 
graphed publications? Many of these 
pupils come from farms, carry these 
publications home every week or 
month. It will pay a feed dealer to 
investigate such papers, if the ad 
rates are reasonable. Many of these 
school pupils will be your customers 
a few years hence. Why not get them 
to know and like you now? 

Tissues: Some retailers distribute 
lipstick and handkerchief tissues to 
women, with the merchant's name 
printed on them. Many such tissues 
are used on farms and in schools. It 
might be a good plan to investigate 
such an advertising venture in your 
community. 

Calendars: This remains a popular 
and proved method of advertising. If 
you have a good calendar that folks 


look forward to receiving each year, | 


then by all means continue it. Sure, 
you'll have plenty of competition on 


calendars, but make yours informa- | 


tive, with considerable farm data and

Do not fail to take 
advantage of this splendid merchan- 
dising opportunity. There are numer- 
ous things that you can do to pro- 
mote sales of various iterns 

At harvest time, the farmer has 
cashed in on part of his grain and 
other crops. He has more money in 
his pocket perhaps than at other 
times of the year. With this assur- 
ance, the farmer is willing to make 
many of the purchases of items which 
he needs to make his farming opera- 
tions more efficient and profitable 
Alert feed dealers can at this time 
achieve an excellent sales volume on 
numerous lines which they handle 
All that is needed is a little color

(Centineed frem page ¢7) 
can simply read “Hog Feed.” A sign 
and illustration like this can be on 
wood, metal or even painted on frost- 
ed glass. There should be front or 
rear lighting— whichever makes the 
sign stand out. 

Pictures of chickens, horses, dairy 
and beef cattle, turkeys, geese, dogs, 
etc, can be used on other signs 
throughout the feed store to attract 
immediate attention to the type of 
merchandise stocked there. It will 
bring more sales through greater at- 
tention. Some dealers and their em- 
ployees may be handy and clever 
enough to construct such signs them- 
selves at a fraction of the estimated 
$200 cost. But even if a dealer must 
purchase the entire job from a sign 
painter, the cost can be spread over 
four or five years and thus will be 
a small monthly cost. 

In setting up a departmental identi- 
fication and lighting system, be sure 
to get competent advice from your 
local electrician. He can tell you how 
to make the most effective use of 
good lighting. This is highly impor- 
tant, for you want all the store traffic

Practically every feed dealer at one 
time or another has had a customer 
say, “I didn’t know that you had such 
an item in stock. I just happened to 


customer says that to a dealer, 
means that the dealer can use adver- 
tising and display to greater advan- 
tage to tell his customer what he 
has in stock. 

Of course, the wise dealer will not 
earry the sign idea too far. He will 
not clutter up his store with a vast 
accumulation of signs which merely 
confuse the customer. He will con- 
fine his signs to his main departments 
They will all be of one type so as to 
harmonize, and they will also fit into 
the display and color decoration 
scheme of the feed store. If they do, 
their appeal will be much greater. 

Always remember that the main 
purpose of good display signs is to 
please and inform as well as attract 
the customer—never to confuse or ir- 
ritate him. Never put up a homemade 
sign Which looks dirty or illegible. 
The condition of your display signs 
advertises to the world the kind of 
businessman you are—careful or care- 
less. Be sure that those signs give the 
right sort of message.

WASHINGTON —The Farm Credit 
Administration, U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, has published the results 
of a study of 26 cooperative feed 
mills which was made to determine 
operating costs. The study was made 
under the Research and Marketing 
Act 

Officials who made the study say 
that although the source of informa- 
tion for the study was cooperative 
mills, the results can be applied to 
other mills as well 

Total expense per ton for 
mills studied showed a wide range 
from $3.03 to $13.19 a ton. Feed 
handled ranged from 705 to 218,253 
tons 

Operating expenses of 21 retail feed 
stores ranged from 58¢ to $9.47 a ton 
Volume for the stores varied from 
996 to 13,840 tons 

The study, made by Lacey F 
Rickey of the Cooperative Research 
and Service Division of FCA, showed 
that the size of operations was not 
a main low-cost factor. Mill plan and 
equipment, types of feed and propor- 
tions of each manufactured, amount 
and kind of service rendered, man- 
agement, quality of labor and wage 
rates, and the relation of volume 
manufactured to the capacity of the 
mill were contributing factors, Mr 
Rickey said 

‘Large scale operation appeared to 
reduce general and administrative 
expense per ton more than expense 
of manufacturing it was stated 
While batch mixing is adapted to 
the smaller mills, this system appears 
able to compete effectively with line 
mixing even in mills of 
fairly large the report said

WASHINGTON—-The high road to 
riches through speculative commodity 
market transactions is being broadly 
publicized by the administrator of 
the Commodity Exchange Authority 
Act, Joseph Mehi. Using some select- 
ed price levels, Mr. Mehl, reporting 

to Charlies F. Bran- 
nan, secretary of 
agriculture, sets 
forth the short cut 
to fortune by way 
of commodity mar- 
ket speculation 
In this report of 
July 31, 1950, Mr 
Meh! comments, 
“A speculator who 
purchased just be- 
fore the Korean 
episode and depos- 
Jena Cipperty = ited the minimum 
margin could have cashed in five 
weeks later, on July 28, with an ap- 
proximate 450% profit on lard, 300% 
on cottonseed oil, 300% on soybeans, 
150% on cotton or wool tops and a 
comparatively modest 100% on the 
relatively sluggish wheat futures.” 

It ic somewhat difficult to follow 
the Mehl calculations of this high 
rate of gain in the period chosen, for 
certainly the futures prices of these 
commodities did not register anything 
like the advances which Mr. Meh! in- 
fers would have earned these juicy 
profits. 

Later in his report Mr. Mehl cites 
a CEA analysis of trading in wheat 
on the Chicago Board of Trade which 
proves dominance of speculation in 
that market in that commodity on 
July 21. Of the speculative accounts 
on that day, 86.6% were purchases 
while 81% were sales. Now since Mr 
Mehl has embarked on a thesis to 
show that the speculators drive the 
markets up, from those figures it 
would appear that not all the specu- 
lators were in agreement over the 
outlook. Certainly those who were 
selling on that day—and Mr. Meh! 
does not specify if these sales were 
short sales—could have “cashed in,” 
as he terms their results 

Mr. Mehl has selected certain pe 
riods of time to show the profit op- 
portunity to those who bought at the 
low level and sold at the top of the 
price movement. This comparison 
smacks of the loose days in finance 
when zealous promoters would warm 
up their customers with the example 
of the man who might have invested 
five dollars in the origina] Ford Motor 
Co. Had one done so and held the 
original stock, the profits were fabu 

As head of a responsible adminis- 
trative agency of the government 
charged with present controls over 
the commodity markets, it seems 
particularly reprehensible that Mr. 
Meh! should indulge in a deceit of this 
kind. In some quarters it is being

credit, it is mighty important 

for him to know just what is the 

frame mind of various types of credit 

applicants, for this knowledge will 

largely determine your attitude in 

granting credit within a definite pe- 
riod. 

Now there are many different rea- 
sons why people ask for credit, and 
I believe they can be divided into five 
distinct classes, as follows 

People with more assets than 

liabilities, whose current cash 
may be low until more due payments 
come in. These, of course, are the 
people with their own homes and 
farms and other property, who have 
regular incomes, and who now and 
then fee! the need of buying on credit, 
rather than sell present holdings to 
obtain cash 

Persons in this classification will 
again purchase for cash when theix 
cash position is improved. Needless | 
to say, if you must grant credit, your 
percentage of losses will be lowest 
in this group 

Persons with more assets than 

liabilities, but who like to take 
advantage of the 30-day credit privi- 
lege at many stores, without interest 
There are some good credit accounts 
who like to pay many bills befoge or 
at 30 days from date of purchase 
They like to hold onto their money 
as long as possible, so long as no ex- 
tra charges are made. This group 
too, is usually full of good credit risks 
3 Prople who buy too much—-more 

than they can pay for. It is this 
class of customer that causes the 
most trouble. Such customers must 
be watched very closely. They buy 
more than they can pay for. Then 
when the first of the month comes 
and the bills must be paid, they are 
short on cash 


Beware the Deadbeat! 


By Edward Ritter 


What do they do? Well, they usu- 
ally pay the bilis that reach them 
first. Then, when there is no more 
cash, the unpaid bills must wait an- 
other month. Unless such a customer 
curbs his buying, or is forced by mer- 
chants to curb it, the same situation 
will occur month after month. This 
sort of customer frequently is honest, 
and intends to pay, but he never quite 
catches up. If sickness or other emer- 
gency expenses come up, then he fre- 
quently gets months in arrears and 
has difficulty in catching up 

Do not extend too much credit to 
this customer, unless you want your 
loss rate to go up 

People who buy to the hilt, bas- 
ing their judgment on future, 
problematical income. This class of 
customer buys confidently, basing his 
judgment on what income he thinks 
he will make. However, because no 


| man can accurately predict the fu- 


ture, this customer frequently over- 
buys and gets into hot water, from a 
credit standpoint 

Such a customer needs to be held 


| down. He should cut his own figure 
| of purchases by 50%. Then he will 


be safe, unless economic catastrophe 
comes. He should never buy all that 


| he thinks he can pay for. This cus 


tomer also needs to be watched, be 
cause if he gets hopelessly behind, 


| then he, as the customer who buys 
| everything he wants, may develop in- 


to the bill-skipper 

The deadbeat. Of all the persons 

who ask for credit, the deadbeat 
is the one who can take you for 
the biggest loss ride. Most of the 
time, he does not intend to pay. He 
probably owes many other merchants 
considerable sums of money in other 
towns, has never paid them anything 
and does not intend to pay. He oper 
ates on the theory that if you are fool 
enough to sell him without a credit

Flour Output in 
1949 Reported 
16% Below 1948 


WASHINGTON — The Bureau of 
the Census in its summary for 1949 
“Facts for Industry” covering flour 
milling products, released July 27, 
estimated wheat flour production for 
the past calendar year at 234,351,000 
sacks. That total is 16% less than the 
1948 figure of 279,133,000 sacks and 

2% less than the all-time high 
of 305,499,000 sacks produced in 1947 

The 1949 total, however, is stil! 
10% higher than the 1940 production 
of 212,700,000 sacks. 

Wheat ground for flour in 1949 
amounted to 543.5 million bushels 
which compares with 639.5 million 
bushels in 1948. 

The average extraction rate in 1949 
was 71.9%, a drop of 0.9% which re- 
flects a substantia! decline in the pro- 
duction of high extraction flour for 
export. 

The Census Bureau report said that 
wheat flour .wills operated in 1949 at 
78% of capacity, based on a 24-hour 
5-day week. In its estimate of capac- 
ity operated, the bureau based its 
calculations on 255 working days 

An analysis of activity by capacity 
groups, prepared by the bureau, dis- 
closes wide variations between groups 
of mills of different capacities 

Activity in the smallest group, 
those of 50 sacks or less daily capac- 
ity, was estimated at 126% as com- 
pared with 97.6% for mills of 8,000 
sacks or more daily. Again, those 
percentages are calculated on a 5- 
day week, instead of a 6-day week 

The Census Bureau figures show 
no change in the rank of the 
three leading flour-producing states 
in 1949. Kansas continues in first 
place with a total output for the year 
of 36,685,000 sacks. New York is in 
second place with a total of 29,225 
000 sacks, and Minnesota holds third 
place with a total of 28,113,000 sacks 

Rye flour production was 2,138,000 
sacks in 1949, a decline of only 2% 
from the 1948 level of 2,189,000 sacks 

Rye grindings were 4,733,000 bu 
compared with 4,937,000 bu. in the 
previous year

WASHINGTON — The Commodity 
Credit Corp. announced Aug. 9 that 
it has let contracts for an additional 
88,826,000 bu. of bin type grain stor- 
age capacity to take care of price 
support grain stocks it expects to 
acquire this fall. 

The new bins, when delivered, will 
bring total government-owned stor- 
age capacity to 542,300,000 bu. by 
far the largest amount ever owned by 
the government. All but about 45 mil- 
lion bushels of this capacity has been 
constructed within the past year 

The contracts awarded Aug. 9 call 
for delivery within 45 days. The bins 
were bought at an average cost of 
22%e¢ bu. erected on the sites chosen 
by CCC, with the top price about 25¢ 

More than half the bins are the 
round, steel type averaging about 
3,000 bu. capacity each. About 300 
flat type bins with a capacity of 50,- 
000 bu. each also were included in 
the purchase. 

The CCC announcement stressed 
that the bins are “emergency facili- 
ties” of “semi-permanent” construc- 
tion that can be moved without diffi- 
culty when the current storage de- 
mand has passed. Private grain men, 
however, have expressed fears that 
the government's “emergency” stor- 
age program may become permanent

In regard to fresh or perishable 
agricultural commodities the bill pro- 
vides that if price control is estab- 
lished that adjustments shall be made 
to correct price ceilings for crop fail-
